t GREAT PRODUCT. 


Practically, petroleum has become the 
light of the world in the broadest sense, 
being found in the cabin of the pioneer, in 
the subterranean haunt of the miner, and 
in the mansions of the refined and wealthy. 
Even the barbarians and half-oivilized races 
have adopted it because of its excellent 
iliuminatiug qualities and its marvelous 
cheapness. American petroleum lights the 
dwellings of Jerusalem, tbe rock temples 
of the upper Nile, the Indian bungalow, 
snd the homes and temples of China and 
Japan. 
Some idea of the relative cheapness when 
compared with the old illuminators may be 
obtained when it is stated that it can bo 
bought at retail of the ordinary grocer at 
from 10 to 15 cents per gallon, whereas in 
the old days sperm oil and camphene sold 
at from 75 cents to SI 50 per gallon. Tnis 
cheapness has driven out of the market 
every other form of illuminating ilaid, and 
it is of great importance to the world that 
has become so accustomed to its use that 
the supply shall be maintained or some­ 
thing equally cheap and available be found 
as a substitute. Its aonual production has 
risen from a few hundred barrels in 1S59 
to thirty million in 1SS2. 
Yet in all that 
time the demand has so near kept pace with 
the supply that the immense surplus of 
thirty millim barrels now above ground 
would not answer for two years’ supply it 
the production were cut off. It ranks 
third in value as an article of export from 
the United States, breadstnffs and cotton 
alone exceeding it. When we reflect that 
wheat and cotton are the productions of a 
vast expanse of territory and that petrole­ 
um is the product of half a dozen counties 
in one corner of our own State, the forty 
millions annually which our petroleum ex­ 
ports represent simply seem astonishing. 
Uow long can this immense supply be 
kept up? This question is being asked 
with a good deal of earnestness and anxiety 
by the thoughtful men who hive embarked 
their all in the business. Wrhile it is quite 
possible that petroleum is being constantly 
generated, yet the process is so slow as to 
be of no practical value in keeping up the 
supply. The history of the petroleum 
developments teaches that the rich fields 
are practically exhausted in from one to 
five years after being opened. There are 
many of the richest oil farm3 along Oil 
creek and its tributaries which at present 
are not producing a single barrel of oil, 
while many mora furnish only the smallest 
modicum of their former production. 
It is only a question of time when the 
Penns) lvania oil fields will be among the 
things of the past. How much time will 
be required to exhaust them at the present 
rate of production? This can not, of coarse, 
be answered with any degree of certainty, 
but there are many of the veteran oil men 
who do not believe it will take near as 
many yearB to deplete the remainder of the 
Pennsylvania oil deposits at the present 
rate of production as it has taken to bring 
that production up to its present status. 
The drill has pretty effectually defined 
the extent of the field in which productive 
territory may he hoped for. The southern 
limit of the oleaginous belt may be said to 
be fixed by a line drawn from Kittanning, 
in Armstrong county, to Saxonburgh, in 
Butler county. The oil bearing rock at 
this southern extremity of the field dips so 
far below sea level that the oil was either 
¡.ever generated here, or else it has beea 
forced to higher levels by the Balt water 
contained in the rock. A cordon of wild­ 
cat wells which failed to find anything but 
gas has been drilled at various times and 
places in western Butler, Mercer, central 
and western Crawford, and Erie counties. 
These experiments may be said to have 
practically defined the western limits of 
the oil field. Coming east, a line drawn 
from Smethport, on the north, to Leech- 
burg, Armstrong county, on the south, will 
nearly outline the general course of a cor­ 
don of dry holes and gas wells which have 
been drilled near Wilcox and Millstone, in 
Elk county. Stump creek in Jefferson, and 
Leechburg in Armstrong, a-d which clearly 
limits the extension of the field to the east­ 
ward. These experiments, then, confine 
the productive territory to the counties of 
Butler, Armstrong, Clarion, Venango, east­ 
ern Crawford, Forest, Warren and'McKean. 
Tne available territory in the first five 
named counties has already beea practi­ 
cally exhausted, although it is quite prob 
able that a number of small pools of the 
Pithole and Bullun order may yet ba 
found in either of them. McKean is 
on the decline, its productive terri­ 
tory being clearly defined and much 
more than half exhausted, leaving only 
Warren and Forest to yet be tested for 
virgin territory. Tne great deposits just 
being opened in Coerry Grove township, 
Warren county, are supposed to comprise 
about 2,500 acres, leaving a good deal of 
lighter territory to be tested in Southwest­ 
ern Warren and Etstern Forest undnlled. 
But at the rate at which drilling is now 
prosecuted it will take leas than two years 
to drill over the whole field sufficiently to 
tell pretty near w hat is there. In Forest 
the Grandins, L. F. Watson, the Enter­ 
prise Transit Company, and other wealthy 
land owners hold large tracts, which they 
can keep from the drill for a long time if 
they see fit, which they will probably do 
if the price remains as low as at present. 
There are, therefore, not a few old oper­ 
ators who are confidently counting on the 
present Cherry Grove development as the 
last big field that will ever be opened up 
to the drilling public, they expecting, of 
courBc, that the large tracts in Forest 
county above described will be held and 
operated leisurely by the present propri­ 
etors. Civil engineers like Wrigley and 
Opperman have already undertaken to fur­ 
nish approximate figures showing the re­ 
maining supply of Pennsylvania petroleum, 
and indicating that mnch more than half 
of it has already been exhausted. This, of 
course, is very uncertain, but there are 
many things to indicate that they are right 
in their conjectures, and that the end of 
these marvelous supplies of oleaginous 
wealth is not far off. 
But the world must have petroleum or 
its equivalent. Wnen the Pennsylvania 
fields are exhausted, can the supply be 
made good from other fields ? This ques­ 
tion is hard to answer. 
New York has 
some rich deposits, which are being rapidly 
exhausted. 
The belt, however, may ex­ 
tend mnch farther north, and new fields be 
opened in that quarter. Tbe wildcat drill­ 
ing has not yet been thorough enough to 
finally determine the extent of the New 
York petroleum deposits. There is known 
to be oil in West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and California, but the richness 
of the Pennsylvania fields has prevented 
anything like an exhaustive test of the 
extent and value of these deposits. Russia 
has Borne very rich territory, while several 
of the other European countries lay claim 
to large deposits of oleaginous wealth. 
But whether any or all of these prospective 
fields shall be able to fill the demand made 
upon their resources when the Pennsyl­ 
vania deposits are exhausted can only be 
determined when the energetic Pennsyl­ 
vania oil operator is forced to leave his 
favorite fields and begins to bounce the 
busy drill in the new district*. If the oil 
is there he will find it, for he is untiring 
in his search, being possessed with a sort 
of mania for the discovery of the greasy 
fluid, without regard to whether it pays or 
not. In the meantime the consumption is 
constantly on the increase, stimulated by 
the fabulous cheapness of the article, and 
aa long aa it can be profitably produced at 
the preaent pricea ia likely to be extended 
indefinitely.—[Philadelphia Times. 


BILLETS-DOUX. 
Rousseau gives a rule for their composi 
tiou, which would make it appear a matter 
of tbe utmost ease. “ Begin without know­ 
ing what'you are going to say,” advises he, 
“ and end without knowing what you have 
said.” That may be all very well, and 
there are some who, no doubt, have been 
able to do it. The theological John Knox 
probably acted on the first part of the 
maxim. His first love letter was a compo­ 
sition that it is difficult to imagine any 
man could have deliberately premeditated. 
It was enormously long, reads for the most 
part like a very dull sermou, and its first 
sentence—addressed to his “Deirlibelovit 
sister”—when afterwards printed made 
eighteen lines of close type. Falstafl’s iet 
ter, duplicate copies of which served for 
the two merry wives of Windsor, may pos­ 
sibly have been an extempore effusion, such 
as Rousseau recommends. It is just what 
the witty old scapegrace might be imaginen 
to sit down and scribble offhand, feeling 
quite Bure that almost anything in the 
shape of a letter would answer his purpose. 
“ You are not young, no more am I ; go to, 
then, there’s sympathy. Yon are merry, 
so am I ; ha, ha ! then there's more sym­ 
pathy. You love sack, so do I ; would 
you desire better sympathy ?” 
The ordiuary billet-doux, however, is a 
far more serious affair than anything Fal- 
staff was capable of writing,“and whether 
ponderously Bpun out iu long-winded 
periods like Kuox’s or concentrated and 
condensed like Steele’s, the love-letter has 
probably always been the occasion of a 
vast amount of brain cudgelling. “ Dear 
Mistress Scurlock,” wrote Steele, “ I am 
tired of calling you by that name ; there­ 
fore, say a day when you will take that of, 
madame, your devoted, humble servaut, 
Richard Steele.” Nothing looks simpler 
than this ; but how many preliminary ex­ 
periments Steele had made, how many 
other forma of proposal he had concocted, 
and through how many various phases this 
crisp, neat little billet had gradually de­ 
veloped, who shall say ? Steele certainly 
has sometimes been accredited with rather 
remarkable aptitude in framing correspond­ 
ence of this sort, but his reputation ha* 
been based on his past matrimonial per­ 
formances, which were very carious, cer­ 
tainly, but cannot be regarded as any cri 
terion of his facultv in this line before 
marriage. 
“ Dear I’rue,” he writes to 
his wife on one occasion, “ I am Very 
sleepy and tired, but conld not think of 
closing my eyes till I had iold yon I am, 
dearest creature, your most affectionate, 
faithful husband, Richard Steele.” There 
are so many of these singular little billets- 
doux scattered here and there in the pub­ 
lished correspondence of this writer that 
for a time one is inclined to regard them 
as genuine manifestations of an uxorious 
disposition. Steele seems always to have 
been writing to “ Dear Prue” these con­ 
siderate, devoted little notes. 
“ Dear 
Prue, don’t be displeased that I do not 
come home till 11 o’clock. Yours, ever.” 
“ Forgive mo dining abroad, and let Will 
carry the papers to Buckley’s. Your fond, 
devoted U. S.” Three or four times a day 
he would be sending off such dispatches as 
these: “ l beg of you not to be impatient, 
though it be an hour before you see me.” 
There is, however, one of these notes 
which seems to show that snch effusions 
were not altogether spontaneous. “ Dear 
Prue ; It is a strange thing because you are 
handsome that you will not beuave your­ 
self with the obedience that people of worse 
features do ; but that I must be always 
giving you an account of every trifle and 
minute of my time. I send this to tell 
you I am waiting to be seutfor again when 
my Lord Wharton is stirring.”—[London 
World. 
CAP1URING A KINGDOM. 
The drowning of John H. B. Latrobe, of 
this city, recently, recalls an incident in 
national history in which Mr. Lntrobe was 
prominently concerned, that nearly in­ 
volved this country in a ser,ons difficulty 
with England. In 1S73 young La tro be, 
then about 25 years of age and a rising and 
wealthy lawyer, was appointed to aocom- 
piany A. B. Steinberger, of California, on 
the expedition which was sent by the Uni­ 
ted States Government to the Saimaa or 
Navigator’s Island», in the South Pacific. 
Mr. Latrobe’s ample prívate means enabled 
him to make tbe trip highly enjoyable, aud 
when he aud Steiuberger arrived at the 
islands they soon commenced to “ cut a 
figure.” Steinberger, it is believed, acting 
on the advice of his adventurous com­ 
panion, conceived the idea of annex­ 
ing the islands to the United States. 
With this object in view they can­ 
vassed the chiefs of the islands, pro­ 
cured their consent to the scheme, and 
proceeded to select a ruler for the king­ 
dom they proposed to establish. Their 
choice for the position was one of the rulers 
having the largest following, who was only 
crowned Hawaii the First, King o£ the Sa­ 
moan Islands. Steinberger then bad him­ 
self appointed Prime Minister and Latrobe 
Secretary of War. The latter proceeded 
to organize the army aud navy, and also 
drew up the Constitution which is at 
present in force in the Samoan Islands. 
Under Latrobe the small army was uni­ 
formed in bine coats and white pants and 
armed with rifles. The ascendancy of the 
two whites over the natives was unques­ 
tionable, and there is no doubt that they 
would have annexed the islands to this 
country had Uncle Sam desired to accept 
the present. No law or official order from 
the King was legal until countersigned 
by 
the 
Prime 
Minister, 
Steinber­ 
ger, nor could any funds be drawn 
irom the treasury without the con­ 
sent of Mr. Latrobe. While all this was 
transpiring Sir Edward Thornton, the 
British Minister to the United States, was 
iu correspondence with the home Govern­ 
ment, the result of which was that a Brit­ 
ish man-of-war anchored off the Samoan 
group. Tne Captain landed in a small 
boat and endeavored to assume control of 
affairs, but was placed in irons by order of 
the Secretary of War. Withiu a few hours 
a second man-of-war approached, and the 
Primo Minister, knowing he had exceeded 
his authority and instructions, surrendered. 
Messrs. Steinberger and Latrobe were 
taken prisoners. Mr. Steinberger was left 
on one of the numerous islands abounding 
in the South Pacific, against his will and 
protestations, and Mr. Latrobe was sent 
home. On returning to Baltimore he re­ 
sumed the practice of his profession.— 
[Baltimore American. 
A MIDSUMMER BALL IN LONDON. 
lh e great Almack's ball is over, and 
maDy of the forecasts concerning its in­ 
tended arrangements proved less reliable 
than these issued by the meteorologists. 
No royal duke and duchess honored the 
bail ; no veteran leader of cotillons once 
more achieved a triumph, for there was no 
cotillon to lead. Tnough 10 o’clock was 
the time cn the cards ot invitation, there 
were not half a dczen arrivals when the 
clock struck 11. The entrance was by the 
corridor that opens close to the east door 
of the Albert Hall, and. like all the pas­ 
sages, it was carpeted with red cloth, and 
decorated with foliage plant». The elec­ 
tric light had been chosen as the means of 
illuminating the sceae, but from the first 
moannt it was not a success. There was 
a weird look on everything, and even the 
youngest aud prettiest were severely tried 
by its ordeal, while upon those whose 
adorning is not of nature only the effect 
was ghastly. A most perfect floor was 
laid iu the center of the conservatory, 
flanked at either end by inviting conches 
and chairs; plenty of seats were on all 
sides in the galleries. A buffet with light 
refreshments stood at the end ; but the 
great feature of the entertainment was 
the illuminated gardens. Thousands of 
colored lamps traced the outlines of the 
terraces, etc , while every bough upon 
the trees near the conservatory was 
bright with the same ; and, standing on 
the terrace, it was a fairy-like sc;-ne. 
But, alas, it was no Midsummer Night’s 
Dream, but more of a W inter’s Tale to 
relate ; for the cold was intense; and, 
before long, all had donned their c'oaks 
and wrapped themselves np in them when 
not actually dancing. 
The supper was 
laid on round tables in one of tbe broad 
corridors off the conservatory. Just at 
the moment when a move was being made 
toward the eupper-room, a sudden dark­ 
ness fell upon the scene, for tbe electric 
light had gone out! 
The music cessed, 
the dancers stood still, and consternation 
was on all. Faint screams were heard at 
first, and then the whole mulfrtude burst 
into a simultaneous peal of laughter. A few 
feeble attempts were made to revive the 
electric light without success ; and then, 
to the delight of everyone, the long line 
of gas jets, which run round the con­ 
servatory, was lighted, and a decided im­ 
provement was noticed at onoe in every­ 
one's personal appearance, though the 
shareholders in electric light looked blue, 
and began scientific explanations of the 
reasons for the sudden collapse.—[London 
World, July 26:h.

THS CATHEDRAL OF CREMONA. 
Cremona, one of the Lombard cities, has 
a history, like many others, dating back to 
Roman days, full of battle, siege and war. 
lor a time it w*a in some sort independ­ 
ent, ruled by its own podesta. Ia 1796 it 
was taken by the French. 
It is d o w a 
prosperous city of 37,000 inhabitants, the 
manufacturo of musical instruments being 
still one of its great industries, and the 
Aruati arc still there. After the Cremonese 
threw off the yoke of Brescia in 1107, they 
began to erect a cathedral worthy of their 
city. They were not in a hurry, and the 
edifice roc,e solid and grand, not being 
consecrated for divine worship till 1190, 
and even then only the nave and an-ies 
were completed, Tne work was then de- 
tayed, but after the city was embraced in 
the duchy of Milan, the work on tho 
cathedral was resumed ; transepts were 
begun iu 1342, but the choir was 
net completed till iate in the following 
century. While Columbus was crossing 
the Atlantic his countrymen in Italy were 
building the facade of the Cremona Cathe­ 
dral, and did not complete it till near the 
time when the English and Dutch were ex­ 
ploring Chesapeake aud New York bays. 
A church in which the construction of va­ 
rious parts was commenced at such long 
intervals shows various styles of archi­ 
tecture, and different conceptions of build­ 
ers. It is, however, Lombard. The front 
is of marble, the pillars of the porch rest­ 
ing on gntlin lions. There ia a noble rese- 
window, surrounded by a rich and delicate 
vine-leaf molding, carved by Hyacinth 
Porata. Tne side walls are of molded 
brick, worked with great beauty. Tne 
front of the north transept has a porch in 
the pointed style, supported by lions, and 
three fine rose windows. The interior is 
loftv, and is a mass of gilding and color, 
with a series of frescoed of great merit. 
The choir stalls and pulpit are elaborate, 
the altar rich with basso relievos by Amadec. 
The baptisterv, octagonal in form, dates back 
to the year 800. It ia plain and simple, 
but has a projecting porch, supported by 
lions. Besides the cathedral, connected with 
it by a loggie, is the great tower, the oride 
of Cremona, begun in the year 1283, to 
commemorate the peace between the cities 
of Cremona, Milan, Piacenza aud Brescia. 
It was erected with remarkable rapidity, 
the rquare portion having been completed 
in two years The Cremona tower is the 
highest in Italy, being 396 feet from the 
ground, and wbeu you have ascended the 
49S steps leading to the summit, a brilliant 
panorama unfolds before you—the Milanese 
plain, intersected by the Po, with the Alps 
and the Apennines in full view. The Cre- 
monese are very proud ot their Campanile, 
for it has bells which were cast in 1518, 
and an enormous clock. 
The popular 
rhyme runs : * 
Unus Petrus est in R: ms, 
Una turris in Cremona. 


RATE OF INCREASE AMONG ELEPHANTS. 
The interest which attaches to the mod­ 
ern representatives of the mammoth host 
ia by no meau9 limited to the zoological 
world, but extends throughout all classes 
of society, wno find something to wonder 
at even rn the huge proportions aud un­ 
gainly ways of the elephant family. A 
remarkably limited family circle is that 
which includes the elephants as its typioal 
representatives. The past history of the 
race, like that of not a few other groups of 
animals and plants, 13 exactly the converse 
of its present-day phases, aa regards nu­ 
merical strength at least. As the existing 
pearly nautilus is the sole survivor of the 
immense hordes of four-gilled and shelled 
cuttle fishes which swarmed in the primi­ 
tive seas and oceans of our earth, or as the 
few living “ lamprii&Us,” or Brachiopods, 
represent in themselves tire fulness of a life 
that crowded the Silurian Eeas, eo the two 
existing species of elephants with which we 
are familiar to-day stand forth- ae¡n.'g 
quadtupeds as the representatives of a 
comparatively plentiful past population of 
these mammalian giants. 
The canses 
which have depopulated the earth of its 
elephactine tenants may be alluded to here­ 
after ; but it is evident that neither size 
nor strength avails against the operation of 
those physical environments which so pow- 
erfuily affect the ways and destinies of man 
and monad alike. One highly important 
feature of elephant organization may, how. 
ever, 1-e. noted even in these prelinrinarv 
details respecting the modern scarcity of 
elephantine species, namely, that the 
slow- increase of the race, and, as 
compared 
with 
other 
animals, 
at 
least, the resulting paucity of nnm- 
beis, mast have had their own share aa 
conditions affecting the ex-rtsim-, 
tnegcT 
huge animals. Tne elephanta are, of all 
known animals, the slowest to increase in 
numbers. At the earliest, tbe female ele­ 
phant does not become a parent until the 
age of thirty years, and only six young are 
capable of being produced during the 
parental period, w hich appears to ceafe at 
ninety years of age ; the average deration 
of elephant-life being presumed to be about 
a hundred years. But it is most interest­ 
ing, as well as important, in view of any 
speculation on the increase of species and 
o 1 the question of competition among the 
races of an’msl life, to reflect that, given 
f ivorable conditions of existence, such as a 
sufficiency of food, a freedom from disease 
aad from tbe attack of enemies, and the 
elephant race, slow of increase as it is, 
would come in a few thousand years to 
stock the entire world with its huge repre­ 
sentatives. On the data afforded by the 
foregoing details of the age at which these 
animals produce young, and of their pa­ 
rental j eriod, it is easy to calculate that in 
from seven hundred and forty to seven 
humlred and fifty years, nineteen million 
elephants would remain to represent a nat­ 
ural population. 
If such a contingency 
awaits even a slowly increasing race such 
as the elephants unquestionably are, the 
powerful nature of the adverse conditions 
which have ousted their kith and kin from 
a place among living quadrupeds ran read­ 
ily be conceived.—[Dr. Andrew Wilson. 


A FAMOUS RESORT OF PARIS STUDENTS. 
Bernard, who directed the first French 
theater from 1824 to 1827, waa one of tho 
few directors who had discovered the art 
of managing this unmanageable audience. 
The pi; was fond of calling him before the 
footlights when disaatirfLd with this cr 
that detail of the performance, and Ber­ 
nard would explain with an air of pareutal 
bonhomie which pnt evoryhody in humor. 
These qualities did not fail him even on 
occasions when most men would have lost 
their temper. Iu the winter of 1825 a 
certain melodrama was produced from the 
pen of Thomas Sauvage, a well-known 
literary hack of the time, under the title 
of I’reciosa. The reception awarded to this 
unfortunate piece was eo terrible that the 
curtain was lowered before the end. But 
even so the audience were nut sa.isfied. 
They clamored incessantly for Bernard, till 
the D,rector at last appeared and asked 
them what they wanted. 
“ Tue end, M. 
Beruard. How does it end ? ” “ Preciosa 
is recognized by her parents, and I (Ber­ 
nard had been playing the villain) am 
hung—that’s the end, was the reply. 
Tne authors were treated quite as uncere­ 
moniously as the actors, and even the 
possession of a great name was no security 
against the caprices of the parterre. 
A story is told of one unfortunate who 
was so exasperated by the reception given 
to his piece that in the middle of the fourth 
act he rushed on to the stage, seiz -d his 
manuscript out of the hands of the prompt­ 
er, and made off again, shaking Lis fist at 
the audience, only too delighted to have 
the opportunity to aveDge its insulted 
dignity by making a more than usually 
hideous row. But even Balzac was not to 
bo exempt from these little courUsiee, 
though heing Balzac, he received them in a 
very different manner. *' Lee Resources 
de Quinóla,” performed for the first time 
at the OJeon in 1842, was the second un­ 
successful piece of tue great novelist. It 
was considered to be a poor imitat’on of 
the Spanish drama, unworthy of Balzac, 
and waa received from the second act on­ 
ward with a storm of disapprobation. 
Balzac locked on from bis box while his 
piece was being massacred. Never, even 
at the Odeon, weie the hisses, cateaba and 
interruptions so continuous and ferocious. 
Everybody expected that at the termina­ 
tion of the evening Balzac would be found 
overwhelmed and in despair. When the 
would-be consolers ventured into his box 
they fonnd him, as his friend and biograph­ 
er, Leon Gozlan, informs us, “ as asleep 
and snoring. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that they conld awaken him.” 


John Bright has been asked by a Man­ 
chester gentleman to define bis position in 
regard to war, and has mads a reply. He 
sa>s he believes that all the English wars 
since the time of William III. might have 
been avoided on principles which do not 
require the absolute condemnation of war 
in every possible case that can be suggested 
or imagined. “ The policy and aspect of 
our country and the world,” he adds, 
“ will be changed if the demon war is left 
to cases in which there seems to Christian 
and rational men no escape from the mis- 
cries it inflicts upon mankind.”

organ of Hcarat in fact has undertaken to 
ascribe to the Democracy a great number 
of virtues, tendencies and characteristics, 
which are conspicuous by their absence in 
the party. 
For example, we find it de­ 
scribed as “ the defender of the political 
“ rights of the many,” as “ the protector 
“ the poor and lowly,” as “ the guardian of 
“ the financial and material interests of the 
“ laboring class,” as “ the friend of a sound 
“ currency,” as " th e champion of the 
“ equal rights of minorities 
and, above 
all, as “ loyal to the Union.” 
This is a 
pretty sweeping caricature of the party, 
and the w riter of each unadulterated non­ 
sense must possess a very strong faith in 
the 'stupidity of his readers if he thinks 
the Democrats themselves will believe it. 
History is perhaps not regarded with much 
respect by the average Democratic editor, 
but even he ought to know th at the ma­ 
jority of men have sufficiently good memo­ 
ries to rerfftmber the political occurrences 
of the past twenty or thirty years. 
Dur­ 
ing that period the Democratic party has 
proved itself the reverse of everything 
claimed for it by Hearst’a organ, aud the ; 
people have not forgotten this. 
Its "loyalty to the U nion” was shown 
by its alliance with armed rebellion against 
the Union, and by the organization of a 
cowardly and treacherous “ fire in the 
“ rear.” 
Its regard for the “ poor aud 
“ lowly ” was exhibited in its treatm ent of 
the enfranchised Southern negroes during 
the reconstruction period. 
Its fidelity to 
the interests of the workingmen lias taken 
the singular form of a persistent effort to 
prevent the resumption of specie payments. 
Its friendship for a sound currency has 
been shown by its strenuous attem pts to 
foist fiat money upon the country. 
Its 
•defence of the political rights of the 
‘ many ” baa, curiously enough, issued in 
bull-dczing and ballot-box stuffing all over 
the South. 
The organ of H earst calmly 
asserts that “ the Democratic party natur­ 
a l l y tends to public virtue.” 
We know 
from this what the Democratic ideal of 
public virtue is. 
It is Tweedisra. 
In the 
city of New York the Democratic party 
had full sway for many years, and through 
Tammany Hall was enabled to put all itB 
governmental theories in operation. 
Boss j written 
Twee-1 was a typical Democrat, and his tended 
reign was no doubt an example of “ public 
‘ ‘ 
“ virtue,” from the Examiner'* standpoint. 
The fact is that the Democratic party 
has had no principles or convictions which 
were not subversive, disloyal, seditious, or 
dishonest, since the rebellion. 
Daring the 
whole of the period referred to it has 
either been engaged in efforts to frustrate 
the results of the war, to break down the 
national credit, to help the South in pre­ 
venting reconstruction, or in base and cow­ 
ardly attempts to crawl into power by 
servile imitations of liopublican policy. It 
had one sound issue, and th at was free- 
trade. 
But it had not the courage of its 
convictions even on that question, and 
whenever it 
encountered opposition it 
sought to prove that it was just as much 
in favor of the tariff as its opponents. 
In 
national politics it has shown itself utterly 
without principle. 
I t has resorted to the 
most flagitious methods for the purpose of 
securing sham majorities at the polls. 
Three times it has undertaken to elect a 
President by trampling out the freedom of 
the ballot throughout the Southern States. 
It has liad its allies in the Ku-Klux and the 
rifle and saber clubs, and all the machinery 
of intimidation which the Southern Demo­ 
crats devised. 
W hen it could not succeed 
by force it has unhesitatingly resorted to 
fraud, as iu New York, where, under the 
direction of Samuel 
Tilden, one of its 
special pets and leaders, no less than 40,000 
illegal votes were counted at a single elec­ 
tion. 
In Maine it made a bold attem pt to 
overthrow 
republican institutions alto­ 
gether. 
In the last Presidential election 
it had recourse to forgery to defeat General 
Garfield. 
In Oregon it tried to cheat the 
electoral college. 
These and such like 
deeds are the evidences of its “ tendency 
“ to public virtue.” 
It has made a policy 
of demagogism. 
It has allnred the ignor­ 
ant elements continually by holding out to 
them the hope of plunder. 
It has habitu­ 
ally employed its power for purposes of 
corruption. 
Years ago it ceased to pos­ 
sess any distinguishing principles, and its 
national platforms and tickets have long 
been lame and clumsy attempts to stea1 
Republican ideas. 
Conscious of its own 
demerits, aud of the national want of con­ 
fidence in it, it has feared to take Presi­ 
dential candidates from its own ranks. 
Thus it put in nomination Horace Gree­ 
ley, its life-long enemy. 
Thus it sought 
again for a candidate the Union General 
Hancock. 
And in drafting its platforms 
it has been careful to thrust out of sight 
all the original Democratic ideas, and to 
put forward such as might delude the voters 
into thinking th at it had changed its views. 
In short, it has been masquerading ever 
since the close of the rebellion, and h»B 
been “ everything bv turns, and nothing 
“ long.” 
Certainly this is a stroD g illustration of 
“ public virtue,” but when an eulogy is to 
be pronounced upon the Democratic party 
by such a jo u rn al as H earst’s private or­ 
gan, perhaps we ought not to wonder th st 
the innumerable evidences of the hopeless 
corruption which constitute the later his­ 
tory of the organization should be proudly 
paraded as indicating integrity and parity.

are as follows : Henry George has written 
a very interesting and eloquent book, in 
which he has advanced a theory of political 
economy which runs counter to all human 
experience, and to all the deductions of 
previous economists from established facts. 
This book has attracted a great deal of at­ 
tention, and deservedly, for it is very well 
written. 
But its central idea is not Henry 
George’s, in the first place, and in the sec­ 
ond place the theory he advocates is seen 
to be utterly impracticable. 
Now we can­ 
not admit that a man has been successful 
as a political economist who has done 
nothing more than write a readable book 
proposing a chimerical scheme. 
There is 
no more prospect of the adoption of Henry 
George’s theory of land tenure, in any 
country under the sun, than there ie of 
the speedy advent of the millennium. 
Of 
course the fact that his book has had a 
large sale cannot he taken in proof of his 
success as an economist, for the majority 
of his readers are not capable of detecting 
the fallacies of his doctrine, and if the 
sale of a publication is a test of merit, then 
the New York Weekly, with its dime novel 
standard of literature, is the most merito­ 
rious publication in the United States.

of opposition to the railroads of the State the 
basis of the campaign.

That all these concessions and privi­ 
leges placed you and your associates in the 
attitude of trustees for the public, and that 
it is unreasonable and unconscionable that 
you should be able to earn profits amounting, 
by your own exhibits, to something like nine 
millions a year, and which are necessarily 
drawn from the industries and commerce of 
this State. 
Ninth—That an irreconcilable conflict exists 
between transportation and production. 
Tenth—That material reductions in the 
rates of freight and fare are demanded by 
consideration of the interests of both labor 
and capital. 
Eleventh—That the opening of the railroad 
route of transportation to gulf ports, by 
which the wheat, wool, wine, and other Btsple 
productions of this State will be transported 
to ships on the Atlantic seaboard, will drive 
from the Pacific Oceao, and the port of San 
Francisco, the import commerce now carried 
thereon, and place the producers of Califor­

D allas, August 2 0 * .—One of the heaviest 
rains ever koowD, continuing three days and 
nights without intermission, stopped failing 
in west Texas last night. 
Some places, 
where tradition says it never rains, have the 
appearance of a sea. 
The rainfall is estima­ 
ted at six feet. The flooded section begins 
near Abilene and extends west for near 300 
miles, including the countrjr from the Brezos 
to Pecos river. Miles of track of the Texas 
and Pacific road has been damaged, and in 
several places serious washouts have oc­ 
curred. 
Four miles of track west of Abilene 
was washed away, and trains cannot cross.

have 
to 
be 
made. 
Great 
driftS' of 
dead 
prairie-dogs 
are 
piled 
up 
in 
the 
rubbish. 
Thousands 
of 
them have been drowned, aud thousands 
more aro seen struggling in the water. On 
these plains tbe waters from such a flood flow 
southward, and the only channels to carry 
them away aro the Brazos and Colorado 
choncbos and the Pecos river, and their small 
tributaries. 
Consequently it will b9 several 
days before the lands become dry again. The 
great wash referred to was the work of a 
waterspout between Abilene and oweetwater. 
A similar one is said to have occurred near 
Van Horn, nearly 600 miles west of Dallas, 
and another spout is reported to have struck 
and seriously damage the Southern Pacific 
track in Southeastern Arizona. 
It will take 
several days to repair the Texas-Pacific track. 
It is feared that great loss of life and stock 
has occurred iu the remote and sparsely 
settled country to the north and northwest of 
the Texas and Pacific Railroad.

Superintendent Fillmore of the Central 
Pacific Railroad sailed Saturday on the 
steamer State of California, for Oregon.

l.’igh Smith, com­ 
mander of the Eira expedition, gives the fol­ 
lowing account of its experience: On July 
13, 1881, we steamed through pack-ice, and 
ten days later sighted Franz Tosefland. We 
proceeded towards Capa Ludlow, which was 
close to the pack to the northward, and on 
Angust 21 we went np Nightingale Sound, 
aud thence to Eira harbor, and erected a 
storehouse. 
On the 16* we started east to 
look for the Jeannette, but were unable to 
pses Berent Hook. 
Oa August 2lst the 
Eira got nipped between a Lnd-floe and 
pack ice a mile east 
of 
Cape 
Flora, 
and 
sack 
before 
we 
were 
able 
to 
save many stores. 
We built a hut on 
Cape Flora cf turf and stones, and covered 
it with sails. 
All wintered there, and daring 
the whole time no signs of scurvy appeared. 
T wenty-iflue walrus and thirty-six bears were 
killed and eaten. We left Cape Flora .Tune 
11, 1882, in four boats, sailed eighty miles 
without seeing any ice. and reached Nova 
Zembla August 23. 
When the Eira was 
nipped the leak gained so rapidly that in two 
hours after it was discovered it was necessary 
to abandon the ship. 
Hardly had the last 
man left the ves»el, when the ice eased and 
tho Eira rapidly sud!c. 
A tent was first 
erected on the ice, and the house was subse­ 
quently built. 
AU tbe boats of the Eira were saved. Most 
of the men saved some clothes and bedding. 
For sixteen nights the crew slept in a tent, 
from which they were at times almo it flooded 
out by rain.

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Full Statement of the Rumored Defi­ 
ciency of the County Clerk of Sacramento 
County. 
In the recent primary campaign Thomas 
H. Berkey presented his name before the Re­ 
publican party of Sacramento county for 
nomination to the cffice of Sheriff. Among 
the campaign rumors which gained consider­ 
able currency was one to the effect that Mr. 
Berkey was delicq aent in his accounts in the 
sum of $3,000. The statement w a s made in 
general terms, unaccompanied by specific de­ 
tails, and the presumption was that if such 
delinquency existed it was from moneyB due 
to Sacramento county. Occasionally, in the 
repetition of this charge, the statement crept 
- into the account that the deficiency was on 
account of moneys belonging to the State, 
which had been collected by Berkey in a 
fiduciary capacity and converted by him to 
his own use. The friends and supporters of 
Mr. Berkey denied these statements, and 
quoted Mr. Berkey as their authority, who is 
represented as bsvirg defiantly challenged 
tne production of any evidence tending to 
convict him of any official irregularity or 
misconduct 
The allegations were credited to campaign 
inventions aud were listened to as current 
can.paigc|rumors intended to affect tiie stand­ 
ing of candidates and influence conventions 
ia the nominations to be made by it. Mr. 
Berkey was a citizen of large popularity, 
standing high in the confidence of the com­ 
munity. The story of any official miscon­ 
duct on his part did not, therefore, find many 
believers. 
On the 10 Ji instant the Republican County 
U invention met. Mr. Birkey’s name was 
presented before it for nomination to the 
office of Sheriff. Appearing before the Con­ 
vention, he referred to the rumors which had 
been circulated concerning him and denounced 
them as mali ious, libelous and false. It 
appears that the Convention accepted this 
denial as true, for it gave him the nomina­ 
tion for the office of {Sheriff over one of the 
most popular, wealthy and influential citizens 
of the county, his opponent being Adolph 
Htibroa. 
Those who believed in Mr Berkcys in­ 
nocence expected that with his nomination, 
all rumors concerning his deficiency would 
suhsi io, as having failed of their purpose 
and being no longer available in the way of 
preventing his nomination. But all who en­ 
tertained this charitable and benevolent view 
of the situation were destined to disappoint­ 
ment. The rumors of defalcation not only 
didjoot nubs’de, but began at once to assume 
more definite torm in statement, and were 
mo>e plausible ia details of fact. In this 
situation of affairs in the interest of truth 
aud of public and private justice, the 
Recokd-Union instituted inquiry into the 
facts of the case and presents in the follow­ 
ing concise and condensed statement an ex­ 
position of the matter. 
A KCLL STATEMENT OK COCKTt CLERK BER­ 
KLEY'S DEFICIENCY. 
Til* tsx levy for State taxos for the 23i 
and 24th fiscal years waB macó by the State 
Board í f Equalization. Tha’|Bcard was sub­ 
sequently declared to be an unconstitutional 
body ; hence the levy by it fell to the ground 
as invalid and unenforcible. The Legislature 
of 1873 I legalized the State levy an! pro­ 
vided machinery for the collection of State 
taxes thereunder. 
It should be understood that tho failure of 
the levy by reason of the illegal mauner in 
which it was made? did not affect the tsx 
levy for county purposes, and county taxes 
were collected as usual, but all who believed 
the State tax levy to be invalid, and chose 
to do so. resisted payment of taxes. 
Tho Legislature, to enforce the tax. pro­ 
vided by an Act passed early in 1874 th3t 
tor the purpose of the collection of delinquent 
taxes the Courts of Sacramento county should 
have jurisdiction of all cases of delinquencies, 
whether the delinquents resided in the county 
of Sacramento or not. The law further pro­ 
vided that the Controller, on behalf of the 
State, should bring suit3 for the recovery of 
the delinquent taxes iu the same manner as 
providoa by law for the recovery of money 
due by reason of contracts for the direct pay- 
merit of moneys. It provided for a penalty 
of 25 per cent, to be a ided, and 10 per cent, 
interest for the time the tax was delinquent, 
iu the discretion of the Controller; and fur­ 
ther providtd that the costs of the suits 
should be t -.xed against the delinquent tax­ 
payer. When judgment was obtained, the 
law provided that the money should be paid 
into Court, and that the Cieik of the Court 
should distribute tha moneys so obtained iu 
satisfaction of judgments rendered, as fol­ 
lows : Ten per cent, to be paid to the attor­ 
ney of the Controller as his tees, and the costs 
taxed to be distributed to tha officers of the 
Court, in acc irdaucs with fees allowed them 
by Jaw, the mm? as iu civil actions, and the 
bilance to be paid to tne Tax Collector of 
the county where the tax was delinquent, 
and by said Collector paid to the County 
Treasurer. From this point the money came 
within tho operation of the general law 
which required the Treasurer to transmit 
money to the State Treasury. 
To revive the history of this case more 
strongly in the mind of the reader, it will be 
remembered that Ham. C. Harrison was 
County Clerk of Sacramento county at that 
time, and it was a matter of current politic »1 
gossip that this law was passed in his iuterest, 
so that the Clerk’s fees would inure to his 
benefit. Mr. Harrison was a Democrat; a 
Democratic Legislature passed the law; 
Democratic State and county officials would 
therefore administer it, and it was charged 
that, while the neceiaity for such an enact­ 
ment must be admitted, the rich fees 
allowed in the cases to friends were so al­ 
lowed os political peiqui-ites to Democratic 
office holders. Tne fee of the County Clerk 
in each case was §10, and under the operation 
of the law 6,174 suits were brought at the in­ 
stance of the Controller ia the District Court 
of this county, in which the Clerk’s fee* for 
bringing these cases alone amounted to $61.­ 
740. 
' 
Subsequently, in 1876, the Legislature 
passed sn Act entitled an “Act to prevent 
the taxing cf exorbitant costs in certain 
cases,” which provided that in all cases where 
delinquent tax payers came forward and set­ 
tled their taxes without further litigation 
than tha commencement of action against 
them, no fees should accrue to the County 
Clerk or auy other officer. Before the pas­ 
sage of this law many complaints had been 
filed by Mr. Harrison as Clerk of Sacra­ 
mento County. Hence the law remitting the 
costs in tho class of cass* named was retro­ 
active in its characttr, and after the death of 
Mr. Harrison his heirs and representatives 
came before the Legislature and obtained the 
passage of the relief bill, which gave to the 
widow of the deceased clerk the sum of 
$14,000. 
-Mr. Berkey succeedod Mr. Harrison ia the 
office of Clerk, but the harvest of suits for 
delinquent taxes had passed, and but few 
were commenced under his administration. 
Some, however, which had been b-gun when 
Mr. Harrison was Clerk, matured to judg­ 
ment, and the money was paid into Court— 
into the custody of Mr. Berkey, as Clerk of 
the Court—in satisfaction of these judgments. 
W. B. C. Brown was tho Controller hav­ 
ing charge of the larger number of these 
cases. He employed Creed Haymond and 
W. \V. i’etdegast as his attorneys, by whom 
the majority of the cases were commsnced. 
Later, however, Messrs. Haymond and Pen- 
degast resigned, and Hon. Presley Dunlap, 
of this city, was app dated by the Controller 
as their rucees,or. In practice, sn attorney 
for ths Controller, upon obtaining judgment 
and the money in satisfaction of such judg­ 
ment, took a receipt from the County Clerk, 
which receipt was filed with the Controller íd 
settlement of accounts between the Con­ 
troller and his attorney. Mr. Berkey, as 
Clerk of Sacramento county, received the 
money in sat ¡'faction of judgments obtained, 
and gave to Mr. Duclsp i:is receipts f ir such 
moneys. Mr. Dnnlip in turn, having re 
ceived his ten per cent, of the judgments to 
which he w a s entitled as attorney in the 
cases, sett'ed with his principal, the Con­ 
troller, by filiug the receipts of the County 
Clerk with that ctficor. 
Mr. B.-owc's term of cffics expired the 31>t 
of December, 1879. He was succeeded by 
D. M. Kenfield, present Controller. In clos­ 
ing up the affairs of his administration aud 
introducing the new Controller to the duties 
of his office, Mr. Brown showed the receipts 
of County Clerk Berkey, and ii formed Mr. 
Keufiald that Mr. Berkey was delinquent 
with the Controller’s office in the sum of 
ab mt ?3,000. Mr. Brown called Mr. Berkey 
into the offiej of the Controller, in the pres­ 
ence of his successor, Mr. Kenfield, and ex­ 
plained the rciaiiin wnich Mr. Be-key sus 
tained to the chief financial officer of the 
State Mr. Berkey admitted himself in­ 
debted to tho State io tha amount shown by 
the aggregate receipts on file in the Controll­ 
er’s otfi -e. He assured Mr. Kenfield thst 
the mousy was on rpe.ill deposit and would 
be Daid within five days. The receipts held 
by Controller Brown and turned over to Con­ 
troller K-nfield by him were in dates and 
amounts as follows :

The five days mentioned by Mr. Berkey 
elapsed, and the money was not paid. Sub­ 
s quentJy many weeks and many months 
elapsed, and still the settlement was not 
made. The juigments obtained in the 
amounts ret forth above were from delin­ 
quents in San Fraaci«oo and Tnolumne coun­ 
ties, about $500 of the amount belonging to 
the latter county. In the meantime there 
came into the State treasury from the county 
of San Francisco about $937, for which 
County Clerk Bsrkejr was entitle! to a c-edit. 
This left the matter in amount as follows :

Thus the sum of $2,731 54, the principal 
part of which came into Mr. Berkey’s lands 
in 1879, remains due and unpaid. Finding 
that the money was not forthcoming it is here 
stated upon the authority cf the Controller 


that at first he made verbal demands for the 
money. These demands not being responded 
to, on November 11. 1881, he made a written 
demand. A copy of such letter is on file in 
the public archives of the Controller’s office. 
It begins by the statement, “ I have again to 
remind you,” etc., and proceeds to esy that 
the money in Mr. Berkey’s possession was 
obtained from delinquents in Ban Francisco 
and Tuolumne counties ; that it remains un­ 
credited on the tax rolls of the counties men­ 
tioned, and clouds the title of real estate by 
reason of remaining a lien against such real 
property as originally assessed and returned 
as delinquent. The letter is a very urgent 
demand for immediate settlement, and. as 
before indicated, is dated November II, 1S8I. 
By the provisions of the laws of this State, 
when moneys belonging to any city, county, 
or the State, are in the hands cf any officer 
where no specific law as to the time of pay­ 
ment of such moneys exist, the officer entitled 
to the custody of such money is authorized to 
make a demand for its payment, and if after 
such demand, the money is not paid within 
twenty days, such failure or refasal ehall 
constitute a felony, punishable by imorison- 
meat in the State Prison, and tho officer so 
refusing to p -y shall be disqualified from 
holding any office in t íe Slate. 
The provisions of the Code in relation to the 
offense are thus briefly summarized : 
Section 13 424, Title 12, of crimes against the rev­ 
enue and property of the State. 
Section 424. Every officer of this State, or of any 
county, city, town or district of this State, and ev. 
ery other person charged with the receipt, safe 
keeping, transfer or disbursement of public moneys, 
who either— 
1. Without authority of law, appiopriates the 
same or any portion thereof to his own use, or to 
the use of another; or, * * - ' 
3 Kails to keep the sime in his possession until 
disbursed or paiu out by authority of law ; or, • * 
8. W’ltlfully refuses or omits to pay over, on de­ 
mand, any public moneys in bis hands, upon the 
presentation of a draft, order or warrant drawn 
upon such moneys by competent authority ; or, 
9. Willfully omits to t-ansfer the same when such 
transfer is required by law; or, 
IU. Willfully omits or refuses to pay over to auy 
officer or person authorized by law to receive the 
same, any moneys received by him under any duty- 
imposed by law, so to pay over the same ; 
—Is punishable by imprisonment in the Sta'e 
Prison for not leas than one nor more than ten 
years, and is disqualified from holding any office in 
this State. 
Notwithstanding the formal demand made 
by Controller K.nfisld in the matter, the 
money has not been piid. It ia stated by 
the Conuo lcr that in addition to the written 
demand be has mad.* repeated verbal requests 
to the delinquent County Clerk, and has re­ 
ceived from him promises of an early adjust­ 
ment of the balance due the State iu this 
relation. 
Recurring now to the provisions of the law, 
britfly sat forth in this statement, it will be 
seen that the proper course for the money to 
take from the hands of the Clerk would be 
into the hands of the Tax Collectors of San 
Francisco and Tuolumne counties. The 
statement is derived from the Controller’s 
office that $937 has been received from San 
Francisco on account of the taxes delinquent 
for the twenty-third and tweuty-fouith fiscal 
years, but whether so eecured were paid by 
County Clerk Berkey to the Collector of San 
Francisco, and by* him transmitted to the 
State Treasury, and that Mr. Berkey is 
thereby entitled to credit for this amount, is 
not definitely known at the office of the Con­ 
troller. Wuat is definitely known is that the 
whole amount of the delinquency was $3,600. 
in round numbers, and that the amount of 
crediis to which Mr. Berk=y is known to be 
entitled is §900, leaving the amount of $2,700 
due the Slate. 
Under his general powers it was of course 
ths duty of the State Controller, through the 
Attorney-General, to enforce the collection of 
this deficiency. The facts of the case, however, 
were not known to the Attorney-General 
until Saturday, and the information came 
to his knowledge than only ia the course of 
the inquiry instituted by this paper. From 
the office of the Attorney-General we learn 
that no official notification of the delin­ 
quency has ever been made to that officer, 
uud, unless it was made on Saturday after­ 
noon, has not been made up to the preseut 
time. 
To recapitulate briefly the whole state­ 
ment, the Controller claims that moneys be­ 
longing to the State in the amounto f $3,668 
came into possession of the Clerk of this 
connty, a major portion of tiie amount being 
received in 1879 ; that $2,731 of that amount 
still remains unpaid, notwithstanding the 
official demand of the Controller cf State 
aod the repeated verbal requests of that 
officer for payment. 
The foregoing presents the facts as ascer­ 
tained from the Controller’s backs and from 
the State and county officials, and also the 
law bearing upon the bu! jact. 
MR. REKKEY’S STATEMENT. 
Having aecertained the candition of the 
official records, a representative of the 
R ecord-U nios visited Mr. Berkey, when in 
tha presence of friends of that gentleman ths 
following interview took place : 
Question.—The official recoids of your 
office and the Controller’s < ftioe show that in 
1879, 1880 and 1881 there came into your 
potseseion sums aggregating $3,668 64. Sub­ 
sequently there was placed to your credit the 
amount cf $937, leaving a balance i f $2,­ 
731 54 duo frmn you ta the State. Wuat are 
the facta iu relation to this matter ? 
Mr. Berkey—When I came into office the 
accounts con cernió g the deluquent taxes were 
running, my predec*ss ir in office having bad 
charge of them. I placid the keeping of the 
accounts in the hands of a deputy. As chief 
in the office I became dissatisfied with the 
manner in which these accounts were kept. I 
therefore took them out of his hands. In bo 
doing it was necessary for me to study the 
accouuts to understand what had been re­ 
ceived end what had been paid ont. The 
statement derivable from the accounts was 
never satisfactory to me. I was not satisfied 
that I could do myself justice and settle at 
the amount which the accounts showed I 
owed the State. My recollection is that about 
June 8, 1879, I went to San Francisco to set­ 
tle with the Collector of that county. The 
settlement of the amount I owed him was 
verified by Mr. Johnston, who acted for

Dunlap, 
tte 
attorney 
for 
the Controller. 
I have 
here some 
memoranda of the settlement that was made 
at that date with ths Collector of San Fran­ 
cisco. There is no date upon the paper, but 
my recollection is that it was about June 8, 
1879. These memoranda show that I paid 
over, in the form of checks, one check for 
$-1,259 85, one for $1,909 41, one for $185 72, 
one for $3,629, and one for $356 11, and to 
make up the amount which Mr. Johnston 
thought was due to the Collector of sfti 
Francisco 1 added to those chocks a cash 
amount iu the sum of $13, making a total of 
$10 35211. If, then, at the time of this 
transaction, I had paid over to the 
Collector of San Francisco ail mon­ 
eys that had come into my hands 
on account of delinquent taxes, some of 
the items charged against me on the Con­ 
troller’s books which precede that date must 
be erroneous. On one occasion I went to the 
Controller’s office to have a disputed account 
straightened. Mr. Johnston had charged me 
with the anm of $189 whioh he had paid him­ 
self to the Controller. I went there for Uie 
purpose of having that matter straightened 
up. I wanted to have the accouut corrected 
before I went to San Francisco to make 
my next payment. It is my belief 
that there is a credit on the Col­ 
lector’s books at San Francisco which 
should appear on the Controller’s books in 
his office, the amount of which is $1,500. I 
believe that a full examination of theBS ac­ 
counts aud acomple.e statement of them will 
show that I am entitled to that additional 
amount uf credit. To sum the whole matter 
up, there is an open accouut between myself 
and the Controller. The amount due from 
me to ths State has not been ascertained by 
a definite settlement. My opinion is that I 
owe the State about from $1,500 to $1,700. 
That amount I am willing to pay and will at 
once pay. Whatever other amount the Con­ 
troller’s books show I am indebted to the 
Stale 1 will deposit or pay under protest 
until a full settlement can be arrived at. If, 
after a full adjustment of the accouut which 
now stands open between myself and the Con­ 
troller, I am found to be indebted in any 
sum, I propose to pay it at once. 
Question—Did Controller^ Brown send for 
you, and, iu the presence cf Mr. Kenfield, 
exhibit your receipts and return the receipts 
over to Mr, Kenfield as his successor in 
office ? 
Mr. Berkey—I have no recollection of such 
a transaction. 
Question—Did you receive a witten cer­ 
tificate from Kenfi-rld, dated November 11, 
1881, to make good the deficiency due from 
you to the State ? 
Mr. Berkey—I did. But in subsequent 
conversations Mr. Kenfield said to me tnat if 
tha money was paid by next September it 
would reach the State treasury as early as if 
paid sooner ; that the settlement made by 
the Collector of San Francisco would be mads 
in October ; and that if ths money was paid 
prior to the time the Collector of San I rau 
cisco settled with the State, it would reach 
the State treasury as soon as :f it had been 
paid in sooner. 
Q íestior.—How late have these transactions 
been running between ycuself and the Con­ 
troller ? 
Mr. Berk-.y —The last amount paid in to 
me was on December 1, 1881 ai d was $292. 
The Controller holds’ my receipt for that 
sum.Qnestion—Then moneys have been paid in 
since the notification given you by tbs Con­ 
troller 7 
Mr. Berkey—Yes. The amount of $292 
was prid in since the written, notice which 
was dated November 11, 188L 
Question -Have you any additional state 
meat yon would like to make in connection 
with this matter 7 
Mr. Berkey—I bare no farther statement 
to make than that I have at no time inteuoeI 
to commit any rffirisl wrong. No time ie 
fixed by the law as to when these payments 
should be made. Iu the nature of things 
therefore the amount would ba a running 
account. When I would be ready to pay 
over an amount of money, other amounts 
would come iu. The accounts never could 
be closed. If at any time a perfect adjust­ 
ment of the accounts could have been made, 
and I could have b;-en convinced that with­ 
out injustice to myself the ascertained amount 
was equitably tae actual amount due the 
state. l would have settled up this account, 
»nd it would not hare been left stand­ 
ing open, as it now is, on my books 
and on the books of the Controller. In re­ 
gard to any other official act of mine, I am 
perfectly willing that an expert should be put 
into the office to morrow. He will find every 
item correct, every accouut properly bal­ 
anced, and all sums due by me to any source 
fully paid and discharged. From the veiy 
first I have had an apprehension that trouble 
would grow cut of the account relating to de­ 
linquent taxes, and I am sorry to say that my 
apprehensions have been verified. In addi­ 
tion, I say now that from the first I had seri­ 
ous doubts »s to my duty to pay over any of 


the money without the order of the Court. 
The money was paid into Court, and was and 
is subject to its order. The money cow in 
my possession is subject to the order of the 
Court. I hold it as having been paid into 
Court, and believe I have no right to have 
any jurisdiction over it. 
Arrested fob Robbert.—A man by the 
nams of Burke who ha9 been employed on 
the Government snag boat Seizer, came to 
the city a weak ago to day. While under the 
influence of liquor he was robbed of $160 in 
front of a saloon on K street, between Front 
and Second.

Kenaday, President of the Federation of La­ 
bor Uninns, has addressed a communication 
to the chiefs of the various labor organiza­ 
tions throughout the country, in which he 
gives the substance of a conversation with 
Senator Blair, Chairman of the SeDate Com­ 
m ittee on Education and Labor. 
The com­ 
munication is dated August 16;h, and is as 
follows: 
Gentlemen : I casually met to-day Hon. Uenry W 
Blair, Chairman of the Committee oa Education and 
Labor of the Senate, to which committee has been 
referred the most important question of tbeday— 
the solution of the lahor problem. Tbe riisiin 
gu'shed Senator imparted to tne, as President of tbc 
Federation of Labor Unions in this city, some very 
impOrtant information, and requested i should con­ 
vey the substance thoreof to ibe leading members 
of the most numerically powerful labor organiza­ 
tions throughout the Union as having the best fa- 
vi'ities for direct communication with tiuso bodies.

T h e N ew N a rro w G a c u e ,—The G alt 
Oazelte says: 
G rading on the narrow- 
gauge to the H itchcock ranch, adjacent to 
the edge of Calaveras county, is completed, 
and further operation suspended for the 
present. 
For the w ant of rails track-lay­ 
ing is also discontinued. 
It appears th at 
when the company ordered their iron they 
only pu t in an order for th irty miles of 
rails, w ithout m iking any allowance for 
switches, and as a consequence the iron 
gave out about four miles before reselling 
W allace, the intended Yerminus for the 
tim e being. 
However, it is expected th at 
the necessary m aterial will be on hand to 
complete the track w ithin a couple of 
weeks. 
A bout tw enty carloads of w heat 
per day pass over thu road to B rack’s 
Landing, where it is reshipped by boat to 
■San Francisco, 
There is also a good pas­ 
senger traffic over tho road. 
The passen­ 
ger and freight depot at W oodbridge has 
been 
completed, 
and 
work, 
is 
pro­ 
gressing 
on 
the 
round 
house. " A t 
Lockeford carpenters are engaged in p u t­ 
ting up a passenger depot and freight 
house. 
No start has been m ade as yet on 
depot building at T,odi, a suitable site not 
having been secured. 
A t th e lower end of 
the road a large force of men are employed 
raising the grade of th at portion of the line 
which runs through the tales—about three 
miles—beyond the danger of high w ater. 
The company propose, when tae road is 
completed to th e Big Trees, to run excur­ 
sions weekly from San Francisco to th at 
point during the sum m er season, and issue 
tickets for the round trip a t not more than 
seven dollars. 
For the successful carrying 
out of this scheme, the com pany have 
ordered another new engine, mado to run 
forty miles an hour, which will enable 
them to take passengers from San Francisco 
to the Big Trees in eight henrs, allowing 
five hours for th e boat from tho bay to 
Brack’s landing aud the rem aining three 
for the new locomotive to complete the 
journey. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


T h e C ucrch of St Ma r k, Ven ice— 
Two or three years ago it was proposed to 
pull down the facade of this beautiful 
church, and "restore” it. 
A t this act of 
vandalism the whole artistic w orld pro­ 
tested, for it is a well-know n and sad fact 
th at these restorations of ancient buildings 
generally, if not always, result in an in- 
congruons mingling of ancient and modern 
architecture u tterly disappointing to the 
lovers of pure art. 
The Church of St. 
M ark, in \ enice, is one of the m eat beau­ 
tiful in the world. 
I t is on the east side 
of th e G reat Square, and was form erly the 
Ducal Chapel, but is now superseded by 
San Pietro di Caatcilo as the cathedral. 
The foundations were laid in 977. 
I t is 
built chiefly on the Byzantine style, in the 
form of a Greek cross, w ith the addition of 
large porticoes. 
V enetian vessels were 
obliged to bring from the E ast pillars 
and m arbles for the edifice, 
the prin­ 
cipal front of which ha3 500 columns of 
various shapes and colors. 
Over the cen­ 
tral portal of the vestibule stand the cele­ 
brated bronze horses brought from the 
hippodrome of Constantinople when th at 
city was taken by the Crusaders. 
They 
were carried to Paris by Napoleon, but re­ 
stored to Venice in 1815, 
The cathedral 
is surm ounted by five domes, the central 
one 90 feet and the others 80 feet high. 
The interior is rath er somber, owing to the 
lim ited num ber of windows : but it is ex­ 
ceedingly rich, the walls aud columns be­ 
ing of precious m arbles ; the pavements, 
of tessellated m arble ; and the vaulting, of 
mosaics upon a gold ground. 
I t would be 
an architectural crime to destroy this beau­ 
tiful facade, and the building has historic 
associations which ought to preserve it 
from the vandal touch of tho “ restorer.” 


Salt of tiif. Ocean. —T he proportion 
of salt in the w ater of the ocean varies 
greatly in different localities. 
M. de la 
G rye has made a series of observations ou 
tho subject, in which, among other in ter­ 
esting results, he has found th at the salt 
diminishes rapidly as a coast is approached, 
due probably to the freshening b y rivers 
discharging into tho sea. 
These facts 
would seem to have an im portant bearing 
on navigation, as in bad w eather teets of 
the saltness of tho sea-w ater m ight enable 
the m ariner to avoid running into unseen 
coasts or icebergs. 


R a in s.—I t has been shown by Prof. 
Loomis th at more rain falls on the eastern 
than on the w estern side of continents. 
This is true everyw here except in the 
higher latitudes. 
Thus the average rain­ 
fall a t San Francisco is only from a half to 
a third as great in q u antity as on tho coast 
of Pennsylvania ; and the same, oi even 
more striking difference, may be found by 
com paring Morocco w ith the Chinese coast, 
and the west w ith the east coasts of South 
Africa, A ustralia and South A m erica—the 
comparison being in each case made be­ 
tween points having the same latitude.
